Bad Gun Law 


The U.S. Senate is considering the so-called Dodd 
Bill, which imposes severe restrictions upon the sale 
and interstate shipment of firearms. Obviously inspired 
by the assassination of President Kennedy, the bill 
would (1) ban the interstate mail order sale of conceal- 
able fiream is to individuals, (2) retrulate the interstate 
sale of sporting rifles and sliotguns through an affa- 
davit provision, (3) restrict the importation of military 
surplus firearms and certain other foreign made fire­ 
arms into this country. (4) bar the sale of pistols and 
revolver's to persons under 21. (5) ban the over-the- 
counter sale of concealable fireamis to persons who are 
not residents of the state wherien the licensee conducts 
his business and (7) place sp^ial reprulations over the 
acquisition of destructive devices. 


The intent of the bill clearly is to reduce crimes 
committed witli firearms. But, if approved, will it serve 
this purpose? Very likely not.

The bill sets up a cumbersome s> stem aimed at 
regulating the acquisition of firearms in the apnarent 
hope that this will reduce the extensive ownership of 
\v^ptx)ns and curb the criminal element from 
its hands on guns. It naturally provides penalties for 
violations. But what criminal, bent on committing a banV. 
holdup or a homicide, is going to allow the niceties of 
legally acquiring a weapon to stand in the way of his 
planned crime? 


The sensible way to curb crime is to attack it at its 
sources: Poverty, delinquency, social and psychological 
problems, ignorance. 


Those who believe the Dodd Bill might lower the 
rate of crimes committed with firearm s should acquaint 
themselves with Philadelphia's experience with the 
most restrictive gun law ever enacted in this country. 
The effects of this law, which has been in force for a 
year, are described in detail in an article by Richard 
StaiTies in the May issue of Field & Stream.

Starnes went to Philadelphia to purchase a shot­ 
gun and see how the law* functions. At a sporting goods 
store he was required to fill out a detailed fonn—in 
quintuplicate. This he took to the Municipal Services 
Building in downtown Philadelphia, where* he was re­ 
quired to fill out another and even more complicated 
form. Then he had to have a mug shot taken. Then the 
Department of Licenses fingerprinted him, charging him 
SI for the inconvenience. 


All of these forms, photos and fingerprints \vere 
then fonvarded to the police, who spend from 10 to 80 
days investigating each application. If final approval is 
forthcoming from the police, the applicant is issued a 
permit, which he brings back to the sporting goods 
store before he can take possession of the shotgun.

Tlie net result has been something like this since 
Philadelphia adopted the anti-gun law: Crime has not 
been reduced, legal gun dealers and sporting goods 
stores have suffered a sharp slump in business, a black 
market in firearms has been created, sportsmen have 
had to contend with an exasperating amount of red taiv» 
in order to legally purchase firearms and a contempt 
for law that ill-conceived legislation like Prohibition 
fostered has l>een created.

Tliis ffood news comes from noted heart specialist, 
Dr. Paul Dudley \Vliite, who was able to jjo on record 
with the statement recently for the first time in his 
55-year medical career. Speakintr as the 1966 Heart 
Fund campaign got under way. Dr. White cited these 
declines in the cardiovascular death rate since 1950: 
Down 12 per cent among infants under 5 years of 
ase: down 38 per cent for persons between 5 and 24: 
down 10 per cent among those aged 25 thm igh 44: 
down 24 per cent among women from 45 to 64: and 
down 7 per cent among men between 45 and 64. 


To put it another way, if the 1950 death rate for 
heart and blood vessel diseases liad persisted to 1963 
(the last year for whicli there are comnlete statistics). 
40.0(V» more Ameiicans would have died that year than 
actually did die. including 11,000 in the critical 45-to-64 
male age irroup. 


These dramatic benefits were made possible in 
huge measure by the many millions of dollars that have 
been contributed to the .American Heart Association by 
people in their local communities. 


Dr. White emphasized, however, that heart and 
blood vessel diseases are still tlie nation’s leading killers, 
causing close to one million deaths each jear. This is 
more than all other causes of death combined. 


He al!4o pointed out that the 7 per cent improvement 
among men aged 45 to 64 is not as encouraging as it 
appears to be. Tlús is an average decline, reflecting re­ 
ductions in deaths from stroke, h.NTJertension and other 
cardiovascular diseases. 


Tlie death rate from heart attacks alone has actual­ 
ly gone up by 5 per cent among men in tliis group. 


“Mere is our greatest challenge today.” said Dr. 
Wliite. “We must not rest on our laurels while we are 
losing hundreds of thousands of men in their prime and 
of our youngsters soon after birtli.” 


We are tum ing the corner in the battle against 
heart disease, but it is a wide comer and this is certain­ 
ly no time to start applying the brakes or to cut off the 
fuel.

Power Mower 


Safety Urged 


“Every 
householder 
should 
include safety in his lawn care 
program this year” by follow­ 
ing a few sample precautions in 
power mower operation,” urged 
Dr. Mary Cretens, diector of 
the Delta-Menon^ee 
District 
Health Dept. 


Dr. Cretens explained that 
the greatest majority of injur­ 
ies are caused by only two 
types of accidents — objects 
being picked up and thrown by 
the blades, and direct injury to 
hands and feet by the blades.

other types of injuries, she of­ 
fered suggestions for safe op­ 
eration of power lawn equip­ 
ment. 


1. Read and be sure you un­ 
derstand the <H>erating proce­ 
dure manual for your mower. 


2. Always keep your mower 
m top operating condition. 


3. Fill gasoline tank out-of- 
doore and away from any pos­ 
sible sources of fire. Never fill 
tank when engine and exhaust 
are hot. 


4. Stand away from mower 
when starting, and be sure it is 
on level ground. 


3. Mow during daylight hours 
and when grass is dry. 


6. If mower is self-propelled, 
keep in step with it. D<m’t let 
it pull you along. 


7. Never walk in front of a 
grass discharge chute when 
mower is running. 


8. When mowing an incline, 
move along the face of the 
slope, never up and down. 


9. Never take passengm on 
a riding mower. 


10. Don’t leave mower un­ 
attended if it is running. Never 
attempt to clear blades or do 
any work on the mower until 
it is shut off and the spark 
wire or power cord is discon­ 
nected. 


11. Store fuel in approved 
safety cans in an outside loca­ 
tion. 
12. Before mo^fc-ing, check the 
lawn for objects that could be 
thrown by the blades. 


13. Keep children and c»thers 
away from the mowing area.

Spring Is Time 
To Repair Winter 
Damage To Trees 


Many shade trees with bran­ 
ches broken and splintered by 
ice and wind storms the past 
winter can be saved from dis­ 
figurement and untimely death, 
advises J. L. Heirman, Delta 
County Agricultural Agent. 


While the wounds are still 
fesh. shade tree owners can 
repair much of this damage 
themselves with a pruning saw 
and some tree wound dressing 
available at many seed and 
hardware stores. 


Branches damaged sliould be 
lemoved fluali with the tree 
trunk 
or 
the nearest 
large 
limb. Cut up from the bottom 
of the limb about a foot out 
fi'om the tree. This cut should 
be about one third of the way 
through the branch. 


Then cut from the top about 
8 inches away from tiie tree. 
Continue 
sawing 
until 
the 
branch splits off. Saw off the 
stub flush with the tree trunk 
in a neat clean manner and 
apply tree wound dressing. 


People with large or extreme- 
I ly tall shade trees may find 
it better to employ a trained 
tree or landscaped specialist to 
handle major repair jobs.
